8th Grade Pats Peak SKi & Snowboard Program

The Stratham Recreation Department is excited to offer a CMS 8t Grade Ski & Snowboard Program at
Pats Peak, Henniker, NH. This is a five (5) week program and is being offered to all 8t Grade students in
the SAU#16. This program is NOT geared towards a student who has never skied or snowboarded
before.

MANDATORY PARENT/GUARDIAN & PARTICIPANT PRE-PROGRAM MEETING: The Stratham
Recreation Department will be hosting a mandatory Pre-Program Parent/Guardian & Participant meeting

on Wednesday, December 4th, 6pm at Stratham Municipal Center, 10 Bunker Hill Avenue,
Stratham. All participants MUST attend and sign NEW code of conduct agreement.

CHAPERONES/VOLUNTEERS: This is a volunteer based program and the Stratham Parks and
Recreation Department requires at least (4) four Volunteers each Wednesday. It is not necessary that
you ski or ride to be a chaperone but you must be at least 21 years old. All chaperones will be provided a
FREE lift pass for the time they are chaperoning at the mountain. Chaperone signups will be handled
online via SignupGenuis.com.

GROUP SIZE: The Stratham Parks and Recreation Department is able to accommodate a maximum of
100 students in the program. Registrations accepted online on a first come first serve basis.

HELMETS ARE MANDATORY IN THIS PROGRAM: Helmet rental & helmet purchase are both available
during the Pats Peak registration process.

BONUS DAY: Included with your program registration, the bonus day has become a traditional part
of the Pats Peak Program. Valid beginning in February 2020 through the end of 2020 season, just bring
your laminated lift tag to the ski school desk and trade it in for an ALL DAY /ALL LIFT ticket, weekends
included. Again this season, students may bring their laminated tags to Pats Peak, Cranmore and Bretton
Woods. Details will be included in our program welcome letter sent out in December.

EQUIPMENT DROP-OFF: Equipment drop-off on ski/ride days will be at CMS in the “Equipment Drop-
Off Zone” located in the front parking lot between 6:55AM - 7:10AM or between 1:40PM- 2:00PM
Equipment will be locked & stored in a stationary storage trailer during the day. Volunteers will assist
you. Please do NOT bring equipment into the school.

SCHOLARSHIPS: Pats Peak provides our program two complete scholarships that include lift ticket,
lessons if elected and rentals if needed. Scholarship information will be held in strict confidentiality.
Please contact the Stratham Parks and Recreation Department for qualifying criteria. Requests will be
handled on a first come first serve basis. We hope this helps those students who otherwise would not be
able to participate in the program.
